THE CURIOUS AXOLOTL. 


It’s a Regular Jekyll and Hyde Sort of 
Reptile. 

Persons of only ordinary powers of 
observation know that tadpoles become 
frogs. This process of transformation 
is one of the most interesting of the 
many curious things thut go on about 
us every day. The case of the tadpole 
and frog is mentioned that the reader 
may more easily understand a reptile 
that is found in southern California 
and Mexico. 

There are several varieties of sala- 
mandrine reptiles in North America, all 
of them perfectly barmless. One in 
particular lives in the desert regions of 
the southwest. ‘Che Mexicaus call it 
the axolotl It is perbaps the most 
curious of all reptiles. It is a light 
gray or pure white translucent reptile 
about seven inches in length. It lives 
in lakes and ponds, breathes through 
gills Just back of the front legs, has a 
long tall and candal fins above and 
below that extend its entire length and 
four stout legs, with which it creeps 
about the bottom of the pond 

In the region where these reptiles 
live long continued droughts are com- 
mon. ‘Then the ponds and lakes dry 
up., As the water falls evaporation he- 
gins. Instinct warns the axolotl that 
there will shortly be no water, and he 
makes preparation for a_ terrestrial 
life. The gills disappear, and he comes 
to the surface for air just as a tadpole 
does when he is about to become a 
frog. <As the water grows shallower 
the axolotl loses a portion of his tail, 
sheds his candal fins, changes from 
white to brown with gray spots and 
when the water is quite gone takes to 
the sand hills and becomes a spotted 
salamander. 

The most remarkable thing about it 
all is that when the water supply is 
not exbausted he lives his entire life 
aus an axolotl and never tries to become 
a spotted salamander. By experimen- 
tation an axolotl has been made to un- 
dergo almost complete transturmation 
and then has been turned back into an 
axolotl aguin.—Youth’s Companion.

IT FORMS A FASCINATING STUDY 
IN HUMAN DEVELOPMENT. 





For All the Improvements In Means 
of Locomotion Man Has Not Been 
Able to Do Without the Wheel 
for Purposes of Locomotion— 
Massive Stone and Wood Discs 
Were the First Form Used, 


The history of the evolution of lo- 
comotion, as well as an infinity of 
other studies of tke keenest interest, 
coulda all be centred in the wheel, 
states a writer in The Lady. With- 
eut wheels we should -have no 
watches, no steering at sea. We 
should be unable to utilize the water- 
falls as motor force, nor should we 
have hundreds of other things of the 
utmost attraction and utility. All 
our modern civilization has come to 
us on wheels. All we have learned 


about other countries, all the com-: 


merce we have established through- 
ou* the world, and our means of 
wealth we owe to the wheel. It is 
difficult to imagine what the world 
would come to if suddenly all wheels 
vanished from our midst. No war, 
no famine, no revolution could be 
one-hundredth part as effectual in 
putting us back centuries as the lack 
of wheels. 

The first men, when they wished 
to move their goods from one place 
to another must have joined together 
a few planks of wood, placed them 
on the trunk of a tree, and dragged 
this primitive cart along the un- 
even ground. But very soon after 
this first step they must have made 
another, for the necessity of wheels 
must have been felt by them. The 
first wheels were made of massive 
stones or wood, and they became 
throughout the ages ever lighter as 
they became more perfect. The axle 
and the wheel were formerly all in 
one piece. Then they were made 
separately. Afterwards the felloe 
and the spoke were introduced. 
first records of carts have come to 
uggfrom China, then from Egypt. 

In the early days of man’s civiliza- 
tion there were strange superstitions 
as to locomotion. It was thought 
that every existing thing which 
moved had to be carried on sdéme 
form of cart. They went so far as 
to believe that the moon was thus 
wheeled round the earth on a cart 
drawn by bulls. In Roman times a 
primitive shape of cart or basket con- 
veyance was called by them “plaus- 
trum,”’ the wheels of which had no 
spokes, being solid, and nearly a foot 


thick. Sometimes they were made 
jof boards nailed together or sawn 
whole from the trunk of a tree. A 
wagon of basket work, called 
“benna,”’ had wheels with many 
spokes. This vehicle is still used in 


Italy and other Southern States. 
But it is undoubtedly the chariot 
which appeals to one’s imagination 
most, for the chariot, besides being 
a vehicle of transit, was part of the 
fuxurious life of the Greeks and the 
Romans. Their triumphs and their 
greatest prestige can all be recon- 
structed by the recollection of their 
various chariots. The names of the 
chariots varied according to the num- 
ber of horses they had harnessed to 
them. When drawn by two horses 
they were called ‘‘biga,’’ with three 
“triga,” with four ‘quadriga.”’ 
Horses were driven abreast, and 
there are records of as many as 10 
having been harnessed to one char- 
iot.

greatest prestige can all be recon- 
structed by the recollection of their 
various chariots. The names of the 
chariots varied according to the num- 
ber of horses they had harnessed to 
them. When drawn by two horses 
they were called ‘‘biga,’’ with three 
“tripe with four ‘‘quadriga.”’ 
Horses were driven abreast, and 
there are records of as many as 10 
having been harnessed to one char- 
iot. But the quadriga was particu- 
larly favored. As an emblem of vic- 
tory it was at times placed ona 
irilumphal arch. and even kept as a 
heirloom in the homes of some dis- 
tinguished nobleman whose ances- 
tors had won them as trophies of 
victory. At this time the chariot 
wheel was large, prominent, and 
most important. The iypical ones 
had four spokes fixed on a felloe, 
with flexible wood arcs, and bound 
outside by an iron tyre, 

The wheel seems to have lent it- 
self to gruesome work from olden 
times to comparatively recent ones, 
though as an instrument of torture 
(which was suppressed by the Re- 
volution) the wheel only became a 
legal instrument of torture in 
France at the ae of the reign of 
Francois I, (1534), and was inflicted 
as a punishment on highwaymen and 
other culprits. Yet as a means of 
punishment its use dates back to 
Roman times, when criminals were 
crushed to death under the wheels 
of carts. The Assyrians made wheels 
even more deadly and _ fearsome. 
They looked upon their carts as 
means of attack and defence, and to 
their wheels they added sharp blades 
which literally cut down their en- 
emies. The shape of chariots did not 
vary much in Jerusalem, Persia, 
Assyria, India, Greece, or Rome, but 


it was the Romans who brought 
them to an artistic perfection un- 
surpassed. To some of their most 


beautiful triumphal chariots the Ro- 
mans attached captive kings after a 
victorious battle. We can hardly 
fathom the pride of the conqueror 
or the humiliation of tbe conquered 
at this time. 

When we errive at 
history of locomotion 
ringes put in an appearance, 
inunce of wheels begins to 
‘The first of these is mentioned by 
Xerxes on his invasion of Greece.

THE OLD BURYING GROUND. 


Surrounding the church is one of 
the cldest‘ burying grounds in thht 
part or the township, and there the 
first pioncer settlers in the locality 
nearly all have their last resting place. 
Of many of the earlier ones there is 
not now any record. They were 
buried years before headstones came 
much into use. Many of the names 
of the deat#tre not now obtainable. 

During a recent visit to the historic 
old ** Gods Acre” we noted the in- 
scriptions on a number of the graves 
of former well-known and leading 
residents. , 

Apparently one of the oldest ‘stones 
in the gronnd is one of grey slate in 
memory of John Ham, died July first, 
1832. aged 78 years. He was the head 
of one of the very large and well- 
known families in this county, and, 
according to the old government 
records, he was a soldier in the British 
ranks during the time of the American 
revolution. Doubtless he came to this 
country with the early U. E. Loyalists 
and settled on a fine farm not far west 
of the church, whien was the original 
home of the large Ham family. It is 
now occupied by his grandson, Mr.

Scallops Are Fine Now. 
Fried scallops are usually the only 


withstanding the fact that there are 
many delightful ways of preparing 
| these little shellfish. The following 
may reveal some of their possibilities 
to the bousewife who is seeking new 
ways. 

To one pint of scallops (washed and 
drained) use two tubiespoonfuls of but- 
ter, two tablespoonfuls of flour, one 
beaten egg. one pint of hot milk. pep- 
per and salt to taste. Melt the butter 
in a saucepan, take from the fire and 
add flour, stir until smooth and re 
turn to the stove and cook until it 
bubbles. then add the hot milk, salt 
and pepper and egg and let the mix- 
ture cook fifteen minutes. Then add 
the scallops and cook fifteen minutes 
longer. Serve on buttered toast and 
garnish the dish with watercress. 
This is an excellent way to cook scal- 
lops, as it brings out their delicate 
flavor. 

Anotber apnetizing way to cook scal- 
lops is as follows: Wash and drain the

scqjlops, make a smooth, rich cream 
sauce flavored with pepper. salt and 
onion juice. Let the sauce cook for 
ten or fifteen minutes, otherwise it 
will taste pasty. then add the scal- 
lops und cook slowly for ten minutes.

Serve at 
once.

A DURABLE STACK COVER. 


Will Be Found Convenient to Use For

Make Flats In Winter. 

Make a lot of flats this winter for 
use in the garden. A flat is a shallow 
box of convenient size used for start- 
ing seedlings, for rooting cuttings or 
for carrying potted plants, pots, soll 
or other material Many uses will be 
found for the flat, and it is’ advisable 
to have a good supply on hand.

Kitchen Keynotes. 

A very good way to suve the coal 
bill will be found by dissolving half a 
teaspoonful of saltpeter iu half a cup- 
“ful of water; then pour over a scuttle 
of coal. 

To bleach white goods that have be- 
come yellow @ip them in strong blue 
water after washing, let them become 
very blue and then hang out to dry. 
When they are wasbed they will be 
thoroughly bleached. 

After filling a rubber water bottle 
with hot water it is a good plan to 
press the side of the bottle before put- 
ting in the stopper.

CANDY. RECIPES. 


Old and New Ways of Making Sweets 
: For Children and Grownups. 

No matter bow much candy one is 
able to buy, there is a pleasure in mak- 
ing certain varieties of sweets at home. 
Besides, the home manufactured prod- 
uct is much cheaper and purer than 
the kinds purchased in the shops for 
small sums of money. 

When making candy granulated sugar 
is preferable. Candy should not be 
Stirred while boiling. and cream of tar- 
tar should not be added until the sirup 
begins to boil, Butter should be put 
in when the candy is almost done. 
Flavorings are more delicute when not 
boiled in candy, but added afterward. 

Cocounut cream candy is delicious 
made by this recipe: One cocvanut, one 
and one-half pounds of granulated sug- 
ur. Put sugar and milk of coconnut 
together, heat slowly until the sugar is 
melted, then boil tive minutes; add 
cocounut (grated finely), boil ten min- 
utes longer and stir constantly to pre: 
vent burning. four on buttered plates 
and cut in squares, The candy will 
take about two hours to barden. Wheo 
cold cut into small squares. 

Candied Popcorn.—Put into an iron 
kettle one tablespoonful of butter, 
three tublespoonfuls of water, one tea- 
cupful of white pulverized sugar, then 
throw in three quarts of nicely popped 
corn, Stir briskly until the candy ts 
evenly distributed over the corn. ‘Take 
the kettle from the tire and stir until 
it is cooled a little and each grain is 
erystallized with the sugur and sep- 
arate. Be careful not to burn the corn. 

Cream Candy.—One pound of granu- 
lated sugar, three tublespoonfuls of 
vinegar, one teaspoonful of extract of 
lemon, one teaspoonful of creum of tar- 
tar. Add a little water to moisten the 
sugar and boil until brittle. Put in the 
extract and turn out quickly on but- 
tered plates. When cool pull until 
white and cut into squares. 

Ice Cream Candy.—Tbree cupfuls of 
sugar, crushed or cut loaf; a little lese 
than one-half cupful of vinegar, one 
and one-half cupfuls of cold water, 
piece of butter the size of a walnut. 
Flavor with extract of vanilla. Boil 
untif¥t bardens, then pull until white.
